. EVIDENCE OF AN XVE:WITMESS. / 

The bollding in which the bszver was held 
on the qth ult, faces.36, Rue Jean-Goujon, where 
the stables of Baron Alphonse de Rothschild 
sre situated, One of the Baron's gcooms, named 
Gamard, who was standing !n the doorway of 
No. 26 when the fire broke out atates: — 

I have never ssen a more appalling sight, - In 
less than five minutes there waz mathing left of 
the Charily Bazaar. It was about twenty 
minutes past foor when I saw a woman, whom 
T afterwards learned was ihe Comtesse de Resse, 
tash out of the bazaar inio the street shouting 
" Fire, fire!? I looked to see where the fire was, 
and saw nothing but a little smoke, a sort of 
steam that rose from thereof of the structure 
near the centre. I ‘could not think why ‘the 
woman was in such a fright, when suddenly I 
heard'a kind of roaz, or rather confused murmur, 
Then the roof burst Into fAimes just like a box 
of matches: Instantly’ there was « rush of 
people I!ke a wavo foto the street. Terror 
was depicted on every face. The hair 
of some was barning and the clothes of 
others tcorched. There was such & crush 
from the Instde of the bullding to the door that 
ten women fell together In a heap on the pave- 
ment. Those followlog naturally tumbled pell 
meil over thelr badles, crushing and bralaing 
them, and the poor. women shrleked in agony. 
It washeastrending. I rushed out to try to lift 
some of them up, bit I was driven back by the 
fload of frenzled people, who, with death behind 
them, voured’ forth from the blasing building, 
shrieking with agony, Many threw themselves 
to the ground, and rolled from side to side In an 
attempt to" stifle the ‘flames from thelr clothes 
that. were consuming thelr faces, One lady 
whose name 1 do not know bad reached the 
street In safety, Then, apparently noticing that 
nome one—her child, perbapi—was not with 
ber, she had the soblime courage fo torn 
and force ber way back against the homan 
torrent, biting: and seratehing like 2° mad 
creature to gain” 
succeeded in re-entering the furnace, from 
which, there can herdly ts a doubt, she 
never re-emerged. Thencsme men with hale 
and beards aflame, Amoogit them I saw 
Genera): Meunter with his clothes ablaze. In: 
his sgony he ran into the couttyard {n front of 
the stables, ecd sceing at ough, fullol water 
Jumped into it, He died subsequently In the 
hospital af his Injuries, Absut fosty injured 
“persons took refuge In my house. Fetching a 
quantity of hose wa tursed jets of water on the 
burning people, and so saved several from being: 
roasted alive. In the preses:e of this frightfol 
eatattrophe I saw nothing batter ta do than to: 
help these poor: women, stme of whom where 
almost: naked, and to proceed tothe Beasjon 
Hospital and gale for medical acsistance, and at 
the same tims warn the firemen at the nearest 
station, Telso foformcd the Baron's steward, 
who arelved shortly afterwards to atiend to the 
Injured. All this took me bardly five minutes, 
‘When I retarned to the Rao Jean ‘Goojon the 
Charity Bazkar wae no longer {9 existence. The 
roof had just fallen In, Nearly 130 women 
burned to cinder rematned fn the faraace,”.
